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This year's study abroad was filled with amazing expeditions to England, France, Jamaica, Spain, and two 
China trips, one group that visited Vietnam and the other Tibet. There were many experiences learned and 
memories never to be forgotten. According to Dr. Byrd, the dean and one of the coordinators of study abroad, 
the number of students who studied abroad this year was slightly lower than last year. Despite this year's num- 
ber of study abroad students, it's still one of the highest in Florida Southern history. 

For the students on the scheduled China and Tibet trip, their trip to Tibet was canceled because of political 
unrest. They were still able to tour many parts of China and experience the culture. Their experiences also in- 
cluded a massive 9.5 magnitude earthquake where nearly 10,000 people died. Jacqueline Mitchell, a junior who 
attended the China and Tibet trip, was overwhelmed by the three-minute moment of silence and cease of all 
traffic to mourn the people who died. "Just imagine New York city on steroids" then "everybody in the whole 
city just stopped," Mitchell said. 

The 15 students who went to China and Vietnam helped the earthquake victims by donating money. They also 
made connections with various Chinese and Vietnamese businesses and were offered an opportunity to develop 
a joint international program with the business department and two prestigious schools in Hong 
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FSC overseas 

Kong. These students also visited Vietnam, which according 
to Dr. David Grossman, assistant professor of international 
business and Marketing, "felt as though we were visiting a 
country that was 20-30 years behind China economically. 
This was the first time our school has ever had a study abroad 
trip to Vietnam and students on this trip made a major impact 
there as they experience the culture, "we found this to be an 
amazing country," Grossman said. 

Spain felt more like a vacation for senior Tara Dames because 
it was "really laid back." This was also the biggest culture 
shock for the American students. "It was interesting but I 
much rather work a full day with out stopping and then rest 
after work," Dames said. Students in Spain boarded with host 
families with about two to six students to a family. They were 
all in about a 15-minute walking distance of each other. "We 
walked everywhere," said Dames and they even did a walk- 
ing tour of Madrid. 

Students who went to England received BritRail passes 
which gave them opportunity to travel freely throughout the 
United Kingdom by train. Senior Martine Daceus took advan- 
tage of the rail pass and went to Scotland. "I really enjoyed 
Scotland because of the 

architecture, bagpipers, and you could see the Gaelic culture 
as you walked around. I even bought a Celtic cross," Daceus 
said. 

Overall this year's study abroad was amazing and was filled 
with firsts for all students. It was an experience they will 
always remember and a trip they will never forget.

Southern students were assigned Da Chen's Colors of the 
Mountain, which fit perfectly.

In the world today - in Florida, in Polk County, and in Lakeland - an inestimable number of 
people suffer from poverty and hunger. At Florida Southern College, since Fall 2008, students, 
faculty, and staff have done much to practically and creatively address these social problems. 

Student Awareness Generates Action. This profoundly simple statement is FS.C.'s response 
to the requirement by SACS that colleges develop a Quality Enhancement Program. S.A.G.A. 
was developed to be a collaborative program drawing from all areas of campus life and fo- 
cused on one specific theme for two years at a time during the next six years. The theme for 
2008-2010 is Poverty and Hunger. 

The first goal of S.A.G.A. is to stimulate awareness throughout the campus of the chosen 
theme. One example of how F.S.C. promoted awareness through the S.A.G.A. film 
series, including God Grew Tired of Us, Billy Elliot, and Born Into Brothels. Students 
attended special convocations with Da Chen, author of the 2008 common reading Colors of the 
Mountain, and OxFam America. 

In S.A.G.A. 's inaugural year, Florida Southern answered the call to fight against poverty and 
hunger: students and faculty supported the Farmworkers Ministry on multiple occasions; 
Resident Advisors conducted a sleep-out to support the Invisible Children; and there was a 
spring break trip to Honduras in conjunction with Hope for Honduras. 

In addition to these examples of Awareness and Action, S.A.G.A. was successfully 
incorporated in the Roux Library's Food for Fines program, S.G.A.'s Week of Impact, Dr. 
Paula Buck's ENG 220 S.A.G.A. course, Student Development's Hunger Awareness Meal, and 
the theatre department's Dancing at Lughnasa, a play set in rural, impoverished 
Ireland in 1936. 

Dr. Claudia Slate, S.A.G.A. Director, was amazed at the campus' creativity and efforts and has 
high hopes for the work which still lies ahead.

The 2008-2009 school year was filled with construction projects at Florida Southern, as various buildings, 
residence halls and gardens were started, continued and completed. 

The year saw three residence halls at different stages of demolition and construction. The first Barnett 
Residential Life Center, Wesley Hall, opened for students for the first time in August. Its brother building, 
Nicholas Hall, was a work in progress for most of the year, and is slated to open for the Fall semester of 
2009. Robert A.M. Stern was the architect for these buildings, which were designed to emulate the style of 
Frank Lloyd Wright. The buildings replaced the 50-year-old Panhellenic residence hall. 

Columbia Hall was torn down in the Spring semester to make room for a state-of-the-art technology center, 
to be named the Marshall and Vera Lea Rinker Technology Center. The approximately 4,000-square-foot 
building will house the college's main student computer lab, classrooms, small group areas and a technical 
assistance area. Its opening date is still uncertain, but expected before the Spring semester of 2010.

First was the Rodda Family 
Plaza, an outdoor grassy space built in the courtyard of the Ordway building, which will serve as an 
outdoor classroom and meeting place for students. Then in October, Lynn's Garden, the campus's first 
fully sustainable and eco-friendly garden, was unveiled. Lynn's Garden features a marble sculpture, 
"Spirit," which was created by donor Mark Hollis. 

February saw the grand opening of the Sarah D. and L. Kirk McKay, Jr. Archive Center. The McKay 
Archive Center has two stories totaling 9,000 square feet of space, and houses the archival collection of 
the Florida United Methodist Conference and college's archival materials, including Frank Lloyd Wright 
drawings and memorabilia, the Center for Florida History collection and the Florida Citrus Archives. 

The Joe K. and Alberta Blanton Nursing Building was also under construction for most of the year. The 
facility will house wireless classrooms, a technologically advanced nursing skills lab, a treatment 
simulation laboratory, a student lounge, and faculty offices. The building is expected to be open by 
September of 2009. 

The Spring semester also saw the beginning of the construction of the Dr. Marcene H. and Robert E. 
Christoverson Humanities Building, which will house the college's languages and literatures 
departments. The building's completion is anticipated for the spring or summer of 2010, and it will have 
classrooms, study rooms, common areas for students and faculty and a film studies center. At the heart of 
the facility will be a state-of-the-art language center. 

Other ongoing projects include the restoration of some of the Frank Lloyd Wright architecture, 
including Annie Pfeiffer Chapel and Fletcher Theatre, a circular amphitheater in the Ordway building.

Living in Wesley Hall, the first building of the Barnett Residential Life Center, was one of the best 
things about my junior year at Florida Southern College.

The plants are native to Florida in the garden 
include Dune Sunflower, Dwarf Fakahatchee Grass, 
Variegated Bear Grass, Purple Portweeds, Flatwood Plums, 
Oakleaf Hydrangea, Cinnamon Fern, Cabbage Palms, 
Beauty Berries and several others. The materials used for 
the landscape of the garden are recycled materials.

While all presidential inaugurations provide the opportunity to celebrate a successful transition of 
executive power, January 20, 2009 will be remembered as a particularly momentous occasion in 
our nation's history. On this day, Barack Obama took the oath of office becoming not only the 44th 
president of the United States of America, but also the first African- American to hold our nation's 
highest office. The day's theme, "A New Birth of Freedom," celebrated the inauguration of 
President Obama and the 200th anniversary of the birth of President Abraham Lincoln. 

The inauguration events began three days earlier on January 17 with a train ride from Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania to Washington, D.C. in order to commemorate a train ride taken by Lincoln 
preceding his 1861 inauguration. Despite the cold January weather, record crowds attended the 
events at the inauguration ceremony which included several musical performances from artists 
such as Aretha Franklin, The United States Marine Band, and composer John Williams who wrote a 
piece specifically for the day entitled "Air and Simple Gifts."

Florida Southern students, faculty, and staff found a variety of ways to join in the excitement of the 
day. Several professors either canceled classes or released their students early. Many students went 
to the inauguration celebration sponsored by the school in Ordway or found their way to any one of 
the several impromptu inauguration parties held by students on and around campus. "I was excited 
that several professors let students out to watch the inauguration as it happened, and that several 
events were set-up for students during the day," said Junior Catherine Rosekelly. 
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From the beautiful beach of Kiawah, South Carolina to the sunny yet slightly warmer weather of Lakeland, 
we welcomed Dr. Russell G. Warren, Provost of Florida Southern College. He was once retired but has come 
back to work in a field he enjoys: academics. Dr. Warren received his undergraduate and graduate degrees in 
economics from the University of Richmond in Virginia and Tulane University in New Orleans. Both degrees 
are in Economics. He had several leadership positions in colleges such as James Madison 
University, the University of Richmond, Tulane University, and Mercer University. 

He was drawn to Florida Southern by the architecture of Frank Lloyd Wright, the beautiful Lakeland area, 
and the people and vision of this college. As Provost, Dr. Warren oversees the academic programs by 
working with the deans in the areas of arts and science, business, education, and nursing. 

Dr. Warren is a change agent. He analyzes situations and finds ways to make improvements. He hopes to do 
what he can to help Florida Southern become an even greater college.

Also, Day used a technique called 
looping when he performed some of his songs. Looping is a 
technique in which performers use electrical equipmment to record 
music that is being played and then play it back while he they keep 
on playing the rest of the song in order to create the sound of an 
entire band.
